G.S.R. 427.— In c\creise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (7) of section 5D of the Employees’ Provident Funds

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Tn the Employees’ Provident Fund (Grant of Advances 
to Officers and Staff other than Commissioners for building/ 
purchasing of Houses) Rules, 1965 : — 

(i) in sub-rule (b) of rule 10 for the words "Indian 
Insurance Companies Association Pool, Bombay” the 
words “Life Insurance Corporation of India” shall 
be substituted. 

(iil for item (ii) in the notes below clause (a) of rule 11, 
Ihc following items shall be substituted, namely ; — 

(a) In the case of advance taken partly for purchase 
of land and partly for construction of a new 
house, recovery of the advance shall commence 
from the pay of the month following the completion 
of the construction or the pay of the 24th Month 
of the employee after the date on which the 
instalment for purchase of land was drawn by 
the employee, whichever is earlier ; 

(h) In the case of advance taken for construction of 
a new house or for enlarging living accommoda- 
tion in an e.\isting house, recovery of the advance 
shall commence from the pay of the month fol- 
lowing the completion of the constrnctioc or the 
pay of the 18th month after the date on which 
the first instalment of the advance is paid to the 
employee, whichever is earlier. 

(c) In the case of advance for purchase of ready built 
house recovery of the advance shall commence 
from the pay of the month following the month 
in which the advance is drawn.

G.S.R. 428.— Whereas the Central Government is of 
opinion that a provident fund scheme should be framed 
under the Employees’ Provident Funds and Family Pension 
Fund Act, 1952 (19 of 1952), m respect of the employees of 
the beer manufacturing industry, that is to say, any industry 
engaged in the manufacture of the product of alcoholic 
fermentation of a mash in potable water of malted barley 
and hops, or of hops concentrated with or witMut the addi- 
tion of other malted or unmalted cereals or other carbo- 
hydrate preparations; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) of section 4 of the Employees’ Provident Funds 
and Family Pension Fund Act, 1952 (19 of 1.9J2), the Central 
Government hereby directs that with effect from the 30th 
April, 1974 the said industry shall be added to Schedule I 
to the said Act.
